Story Of A 
Real Hustler: 


From that first, yaeinatad 
moment when he watched a 
street spieler in Minneapolis 
peddle worthless wrist watches 
at $5 a throw, 8-year-old Avrom 
Goldbogen realized with the in- 
tuitiveness of 
people will believe almost any- 
thing, and that making them be- 
tieve was to be his life’s work. 
Avrumele (little Avrom) forth- 
with set out on his career by 
conning the spieler into taking 
him on as a shill at two bits a 
day. The career ended 40 years 
later after Avrom, known as 
Mike Todd, hustled millions of 
people into seeing what has been 
called the greatest show now on 
@arth — his movie “Around the 
World in 80 Days”. The years 
between have been’ chronicled 
in “The Nine Lives of Michael 
Todd”, published this month. 

‘It is the work of the late Art 
Cohn, who died in the plane 
killed Todd last 
March. Cohn worked for Todd 
for two years in various capaci- 
ties (one was as scenarist of 
Todd’s projected film version of 
“Don Quixote”), and he suffered 


from a pretty severe case of, 


hero worship. If the halo h 
placed rakishly on Todd's head 
seems a trifle tarnished, it is 
only because the showman him- 
self wanted no one to consider 
him anything but unethical. “I’m 
a hustler and an opportunist,” 
Cohn rather regretfully quotes 
Todd as saying. “Show business 
is honest larceny.” 

Todd’s talent asserted itself in 
his early years. He once talked 
the manager of a movie theater 
into letting him guard the fire 
exit to keep kids from sneaking 
in free. For the three months 
Todd was stationed there, he let 
in his pals for 5 cents apiece, 
Next he worked for a carny 
operator, hiding under the table 
of a ball-throw game and, on 
cue, tightening the spring in the 
bottom of. the basket so that 
the balls bounced out and the 
players went away prizeless. 

After marrying a girl named 
Bertha Freshman and making 
and losing (at 19) a million dol- 
lars in a construction business 
that went bankrupt in 1928,-Todd 
drummed up a flame-dance at- 
traction for the Chicago Ex- 
position, then produced a show 
called “Bring on the Dames”. He 
marshed on Broadway in 1937, 
opened a disaster called “Call 
Me Ziggy”, and fell out of love 
with Bertha. Next he put Billi 
(Bojangles) Robinson in a gold 
suit and starred him in “The 
Hot Mikado”, a smash. It started 
Todd’s Broadway career moving. 
The hits that followed included 
“Something for the Boys” ‘ 
“Mexican Hayride’, “Up in 
Central Park”, and “As the Girls 
Go”. 

When Bertha died in an acci- 
dent in 1946, Todd marritd 
actress Joan Blondell, was di- 
vorced by her in 1950, went into 
bankruptcy (caused in part by 
gambling debts), and then snap- 
ped back with a theatrical 
hodgepodge called “Peep Show”, 
After producing a bust called 
“The Live Wire”, his 16th show, 
and having grossed a total of 
$18 million on Broadway, Todd 
decided to give it up. He tackled 
his first film, “Around~ the 
World”.

much. Cohn relates how 
finagled the extra financing. 
Midway through production, one

million. Todd rejected it, and 
on the basis of his refusal land- 
ed the loan which let him finish 
the picture. (Cohn predicted & 
would gross between $50 milliom 
and $100 million.) Todd’s ex- 
planation sof the tactic: “The 
trick is knowing your opponent's 
hole card, or knowing one more 
fact than he does. I didn’t have 
a hole card but they thought I 
did, which is just as good as 
having one. I knew someone 
would stake a guy who had just 
turned down ten million bucks.” 

This biography’s account of 
Todd’s romance with Elizabeth 
Taylor, finished by Cohn's wife 
from his notes, is strictiy pulp- 
fiction stuff. When they met for 
the first time, Cohn reports, 
“Miss Taylor” was fearful and 
lonely, looking for comfort and 
solace like a_ lost, frightened” 
chid... Between Avrumele ané 
Lizzie  Schwartkopt (Miss Tay~ 
lor’s real-name), the chemistry 
was right.” Those were Cobn’s 
last written words.

Now Manton was arrested 
and charged with the murder of 
his wife. He broke down and 
made a full confession. He told 
of the many quarrels about her 
bad habits and neglect of the 
children, 

This time he had hit her with 
a heavy stool. When he recov- 
ered, he found he had killed 
her. He undressed her, wrap- 


ped the body in canvas sacking, . 


put it on a bicycle and wheeled 
it to the river. 

At Bedford Assizes, Manton 
pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to death. When he heard 
the sentence he begged that his 
children should be looked after. 
The sentence was commuted to 
life imprisonment, but Manton 
died in prison in 1947, less than 
three years later. 


On at least one occasion, it 
was a detective-sergeant’s good 
memory that sent a man to the 
gallows. The killer was the 
diminutive Fred Stewart, just 
half an inch taller than five 
feet. 

In the flat-racing season Fred 
was a “bookie’s clerk,” but dur- 
ing the “over the sticks” 
months, Fred was a fully-fledged 
burglar. Heljienew that his lack 
of inches would scare nobody. 
so he carried a revolver—‘Just 
to scare ’em,” as Fred explained. 


His: method of burglary wase_ 


simplicity itself. He would 
knock or ring at a door. If his 
call was answered, Fred would 
ask for an imaginary name, 
then go away. If. the housé was 
empty, he would “forcibly en- 
ter.” 


On the last day of February, 
1928, Fred rang a door bell 
Bayswater, London, and an ol 
woman came to the door Fred 
said he wanted to speak to “the 


chauffeur.” The woman replied. 


that there was no chauffeur 
there. Where had he come 
from?. “The Warwick Garage, 
mum,” said Fred, as he turned 
to go. 

Fred had to ask for an imag- 
inary chauffeur at another 
house—once again saying he 
came from “the Warwick Ga- 
rage’—before finding a fiat 
that was empty. 


The tenant of this flat was a 
Mr. Bertram Webb, a Bayswa- 
ter hotelkeeper, who went home 
at 5.30 p.m. that February af- 
ternoon with his son, Clifford, 
and a friend, a Mr. Frank 
Sweeney. Mr. Webb inserted 
his key, but the door opened 
only: a couple of inches. - The 
safety chain was on. 

Mr. Webb called out to his 
wife, thinking she was in the 
flat, but as he called he saw a 
man’s shadow through the glass 
panel in the door. 

He told his son to go for the 
police. Clifford Webb and 
Frank Sweeney started off, but, 
as they. did, heard a man shout: 
“Put "em up!” Then there was 
a shot, and a man dashed down 
the stairs into the street.

Used By Smugglers 


The smartly dressed young 
woman burst into tears as the 
Customs officer asked her to 
explain why she had been found 
to have $35,000 worth of dia- 
monds hidden in packets sewn 
inside her corset.

Smuggler,” a comprehensive sur- 
vey of modern smuggling by air. 

Another strange case was that 
of a couple who flew into Lon- 
don Airport from Brussels and 
immediately aroused suspicions. 


The couple were smartly dress- » 


ec — but the man’s shoes seem- 
ed to have been crudely cobbled. 


It was found that the man had 
adopted the old trick of carry- 
ing diamonds in the hollowed- 
out heels. The woman's shoes 
were examined next, and more 
diamonds were found in the 
wedge heels. Between them, the . 
cOuple were smuggling $750,000 
worth of diamonds—and might 
have got away with it if the 
man hadn't stupidly done his 
own cobbling and botched it. 


Williamson also tells the story © 


of a vast smuggling ring dis- 
covered in the summer .of 1951, 
which operated a whole network 
of secret transmitters in the 
Alps and Sicilian mountains to 
direct its operations. 

Trafficking in dangerous drugs, 
gold, diamonds and tobacco, the 
ring had its own fleet of fast 
motor launches and seaplanes 
operating in the Mediterranean, 
which were directed on their 
smuggling missions from the 
radio stations in Sfcily. -The 
stations in the Alps served to 
link-up agents and runners in 
Italy, France and Switzerland. 

Shortly after this discovery the 
French government sought the 
extradition from Italy of an ex- 
convict believed to be the head 
of the ring. He was said to have 
m ene escape from 
Devil's Isl@fid) to have acquired 
luxurious villas at Pisa, Rapallo 
‘and Santa Margherita, and to 
work with a beautiful Italian 
woman as his mistress and ac- 
complice, 

At one time, the French police 
and Interpol concluded that at 
jeast five gang? were working 
in the Mediterranean area from 
secret bases at Tangier. They 


were estimated to cost the French — 


Treasury about $180,000,000 a 
year in lost Custom’s duties. 


In another strange case, Lon- 
don Airport officers noticed that 
a young girl appeared to be 
wearing two sweaters. Why. 
when the weather wasn’t cold? 


A searcher found that she was 
carrying about $4,500 worth of 
contraband platinum and $90 
worth of gold in a pouch 
strapped between her shoulder 
blades. She boasted that she'd 
made two previous trips without 
a hitch, but this time, in a fit 
of nerves, had donned a second 
sweater “for safety”! 

If he hadn't talked too much 
cne smuggler might have got 
away with a large stock of 
contraband perfumes in flat 
flasks stowed neatly in a hid- 
den cavity built into a suitcase.

Along the sandy beaches the 
giant ospreys build their tower- 
it.g nests. All summer leng and 
far into the fall they wheel in 
s!ow circles around those huge 
bone-white nests, lined with eel- 
grass, buttressed with sea drift. 
When the giant ospreys come, 
the eagles forsake their nests. 

. The real owners of the 


‘jsland are the giant ospreys, 
which flock there every year, 


arriving with the regularity of 
clockwork, descending after 
their long voyage from the 
Amazon on March 21 and de- 
parting on September 21. They 
build their nests on the tops of 
decaying trees or on tree stumps 
on the open beach: and those 
high twisted pyramidal. nests, 
seen in the sea fog, are things 
to wonder at. They have the 
look of fierce primitive habita- 


‘tions, all spikes and thorns and 


gruesome protuberances; in the 
summer they gleam white and 
all the horror is taken from 
them.

~How Accurate? 

Do victims of disease some- 
times go about their day-to-day 
lives with medical assurance that 
they are in the pink of health? 
It's possible. 

So warned two specialists 
from Memorial Cancer Center 
in New York recently Their 
target: The widespread use, by 
inadequately trained physicians, 
ot fluoroscopy as the sole method 
of X-ray examination 


Writing in the New England 


Journal of Medicine, Drs Robert 
S$ Sherman and William G 
Gahan said: “Fluoroscopy as a 
detection or screening device is 
inaccurate and inferior by com- 
parison with X- -ray film cover 
age.” It may give patients “s 
false sense of security”, since 
it is possible “for an early can- 
eer to be missed, a persistent 
pneumonia. to be described as 
completely cleared, a tubercu- 
losis to be awverlooked, or frac- 
tures to be called healed.” 
Even under the skilled obser- 
vation of a sure-eyed radiologist. 
the fleeting view of a patient 
through a fluoroscope is far less 
reliable than a picture perma- 
nently recorded by X-ray film. 
Large internal masses may show 
up on the fluorescent screen, but 


the delicate details and contrasts 


—so necessary for accurate diag- 
nosis—-may go unnoticed or be 
lost in blots and blurs Fluor 
oscopy, furthermore, leaves no 
record for future reference. 


What particularly bothers Dr 
Sherman, a radiologist with 21 
years’ X-ray experience, and Dr 
Cahan, a chest surgeon, is the 
fact that thousands of doctors 
(notably general practitioners) 
use routine fluoroscopy as the 
eole method of X-ray examina- 
tion. And, importantly, 55 per 
cent of all these fluorscopic ex» 
aminations are done by non- 
radiologists—30 per cent by GP's 
and the remaining 25 per cent 


“by internists, pediatricians, and 


other inexperienced people. 
Drs. Sherman and Cahan con- 
ceeded fluoroscopy may be otf 
minor value in studying the 
eourse of an already diagnosed 
disease and the result of treat- 
ment (“It lends an air of au- 


‘thority to the examination the 


costs less 


patient has received”). But even 
when operated by experts, fluor- 
oscopes can miss important 
flaws, and the patient may be 
“under-diagnosed”, the physi- 
eians wrote. “For example, a 
lung lesion 3 millimeters in di- 
ameter is often detected by X- 
ray film, whereas a similar lung 
lesion must be five to ten times 
that size before it is regularly 
visible by fluoroscope, even un- 
der ideal conditions.” 

Since a fluoroscope screening 
than X-ray and is 
quicker and more convenient 
than corresponding film cover- 
age, many patients insist on it as 
art of their routine checkups 

e doctors assert, however, that 
“any patient informed of the 
facts would willingly exchange 
a slight additional charge or 
small inconvenience for the best 
examination—one upon which his 


health and fiture can depend.” . 


Drs. Sherman and Cahan urg- 
ed X-ray equipment ‘manufac- 
turers to improve the fluoros- 
cope machines by amplifying the 
images on the (screen, and cut- 
ting down on the amount of 
radiation required, But, they 
predicted, “the time will come 
when the use of the fluoroscope 
alone, because of its basic un- 
soundness as a method of diag- 
nosis, will enter the ranks of 
outmoded medical practice.”

Wiping his prints off the sec- 
ond gun, he placed it in the 
tramp’s hand. Then he hurriedly 
summoned the police. 

Weeping bitterly he told de- 
tectives that the tramp had held 
him and his wife up as they got 
out of their car. There had been 
a struggle in which the tramp 
shot his wife ~ and he had shot 
the killer in self-defence. 

He told his story well. Within 
hours the Press of Chicago had 
boosted him into a hero. And 
senior detectives turned the in- 
quiries — which seemed to be 
a mere routine — over to a 
rookie policeman. 

The man was young but very 
keen. And to practise some. of 
the text-book theories he made 
a check on the guns. 

He was astonished to find the 
gun found in the tramp’s grasp 
was registered in Wanderer’s 


name. But the gun which Carl 
had shot the hobo with was un- 
registered, After hours of ques- 
tioning Carl

How Can I?

Q. How can I remove grease 
spots from a rug? 

A. Grease spots should be re- 
moved from a rug immediately 
after they are discovered. Cov- 
er the spot with blotting paper 
and apply a hot iron. Then cov~ 


er with magnesia, let this re- 
main for about twenty-four 
hours, and brush off. 


Q. How can I use peroxide 
properly, when used to remove 
a Stain from a garment? 

A. Wait until the peroxide is 
washed out and the stain dried 
before ironing it. If this is not 
done, it is liable to leave a shan 
stain. 


Q. How can I remove mud 
from suede shoes? 

A. Rub the spots with the fine 
emery board from the manicure 
set. It will loosen the mud, 
which can then be brushed off 


- easily. 


Q. How can I give longer wear 
to bed sheets? 

A. The bed sheets will last 
longer if, after laundering, they 
are hung on the line correctly. 
Shake well, while still wet, then 
hang them with the hems. to- 
gether, the edges of the hems 
pinned to the line. 


Q. How can I prevent wool- 
ens, from shrinking after wash- 
ing? 

A. If woolens are hung on the 
line dripping wet they are not 
so likely to shrink as those 
wrung out before drying. 


Q. How can I clean a tile 
hearth? 

A. Use a cloth dampened in 
turpentine... Then dry with a 
clean cloth. Do not wash the 


‘tiles with soap and water, as 


this often splits the enamel and 
destroys the glaze.

Although polyethylene is now

and plant propagation of parti- 
cular importance. 

The mulching of horticultural 
crops with polyethylene film has 
opened a whole new field of 
usefulness for this plastic ma- 
terial. Only now are the possi- 
bilities. of this field becoming 
evident. As a mulch, the film is 
spread in sheets over the area 
to be planted and held in posi- 
tion with soil placed along the 
edges.” 

Experiments have shown a 
significant increase in yields re- 
sults from the use of polyethy- 
‘ene mulching. Soil compaction 
has been decreased and _ soil - 
temperatures increased, Harvest- 
iug of crops such as corn, toma- 
toes, beans and cucumbers has 
been advanced two or three 
weeks with a resulting improve- 


’ ment in crop value. Fruit clean- 


liness has been improved and 
ground rot lessened in crops 
such as strawberries.

Black polyethylene has proven 
superior to the clear plastic film 
for mulching. Since it is not sub- 
ject to deterioration in the sun, 
it will last much longer. It also 
cuts out all light and thus pre- 
vents weed growth. This method

of weed control is of consider- . 


able importance in the growing 
of grapes, black raspberries and 
strawberries where adequate 
cultivation is difficult and weeds 
and quackgrass have long been 
serious problems, It is also im- 
portant in orchards where 
squares of black polyethylene 
placed around young fruit trees

Memory Selection: In that he 


himself hath . suffered being 
tempted, he is able to succor 
them that are tempted. Hebrews 
8:18. 


We are all acquainted with 
temptation. Even the most ir- 
religious will say, “ I was tempt- 
ed to——.” Temptation pre- 
supposes a tempter, Satan, the 
fallen angel, is the archtempter. 
He tries to hinder people’ from 
accepting the great salvation of- 
fered to us through. Jesus 
Christ. He wants to drag us 
down to his own level. As we 
would expect, those who yield to 
Satan’s powers become active in 
his service and thus become 
témpters of their fellowmen. 
But that is not all. Man has a 
source within himself. 
man is tempted, when he is 
drawn away of his Own lust, 
and enticed. Then when lust 
hath conceived, it bringeth forth 
sin: and sin when it is finished, 
bringeth forth death.”

“Every 
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Man Who Tamed 
‘The Wild West 


Within a few weeks of the 
close of the bitterly fought Civil 
War, the sternest military as- 
signment in the United States 
was given to tough, chunky little 
General Patrick E. Connor, 


On a summer’s day he review- 
ed his three thousand cavalry- 
men at Fort Laramie, before 
they started westward to open 
a road east of the Big .Horn 
Mountains, a road that would 
reach the great Yellowstone 
' River. 


As the blue ranks rode past, 
sun glinting on sabres and the 
muledrawn. wagons, the breeze 
- ruffling red‘and white pennants, 
the General turned to the buck- 
skin-clad figure of his chief 
scout, 

“How do they look to you, 
Jim?” -« 

“Darned green,” said the fabu- 
lous Jim Bridger. “Chiefs like 
Red Cloud and Man-Afraid-of- 
His-Horse will make rings 
around ’em!” 


Jim Bridger knew his redmea_ 


from the Blackfoot nation in 
the Rockies to the Sioux in the 
Black Hills, and the dog warriors 
of the Cheyenne along the Péw- 
der River—and his words wer2 
remembered later when some of 
Connor's best officers and men 
were massacred. 


Jim rode with Colonel Car- 
rington to Big Piney Creek, and 
in his hearing Colonel Fetter- 
man boasted: “Give me 50 men 
and I'll ride clear through the 
whole Sioux nation.” 

Brave words, but Red Cloud's 
warriots wiped out Fetterman 
and 80 of his “walk-a-heaps”, as 
the Indians contemptuously re- 
ferred to the U.S. soldiers. 


Then men remembered Jim 

Bridger’s words once more. They 
recalled that they had been 
listening to his words for a good 
many years. 
For Jim Bridger was a verit- 
_ ble human legend in buckskin. 
“He was one of the remaining 
Mountain Men, that band of in- 
_trepid trappers and hunters who 
opened up the trails westward 
before the great gold strikes in 
the middle of the nineteenth 
century. 


Men like Bridger ‘had pioneer- 
ed the westward surge of em- 
pire. They were the first West- 
erners in any real sense. 

Jim himself was born in the 
Old Dominion, Virginia. He 
wasn’t 10 when he first set eyes 
on the Big Muddy, as the old- 
timers called the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers. As a youth he 
developed his muscles over a 
blacksmith’s anvil, but by 18 he 
was wearing buckskin and trap- 
ping in the foothills of the 
Rockies. 

For an incredible seven years 
he lived hunting and trapping 
beyond the limits of known civi- 
lization. This was the Mountain 
Man period of his amazing life. 

Over six feet, without a spare 
ounce of:flesh on his well-knit 
frame, he became a fine marks- 
man, a great tracker, and one of 
the few palefaces the red man 
respected, 

Jim Bridger, whose adventures 
ere thrillingly told in “Jim 
Bridger”, was a good friend -to 
the families of those early set- 
tiers who set out along the fam-

‘He helped them with their 
Wagon teams, brewed herbal 
medicines, guided them across 
Indian country, brought them 
hope when despair had them in 
a tight grip. 

The story of Jim Bridger be- 
came the story of the West's 
development. He married an In- 
aian woman of the Ute tribe. He 
set up in business as a family 
man, at a settlement he built 
himself and named for himself, 
Fort Bridger. 


South from the fort ran the 
Mormon Trail/to Salt Lake City 
ant the land of Brigham Young's 
“Saints” Beyond that was tHe. 
Santa Fe trail, running to New/ 
"Mexico. North ran the Bozéman 
trail to Montana and the Cana- 
cian Border. Fort Bridger be- 
came a busy hub with many 
spokes. 

Up to that time Jim Bridger 
was a man whose backyard was 
the entire West. But he saw 
changes shaping. White emi- 
grants were pushiny the redman 
farther from. his old hunting 
grounds. Already the day of the 
Mountain Man had receded into 
history. It was swept away alto- 
fether 14 years after the fort was 
opened, ~ 
'. A wagon train with supplies 
for General Johnston was he.d 
up by road agents, and the cattle 
and goods stolen. After a week's 
t!ogging march on foot the crew, 
under Lew Simpson, stumbled 
into the fort built in a grove 
beside a trout stream, 

Among them was ¢ keen-eyed 
teenager, who stared with fas- 
cination at the pole corral, the 
heavy stockade, the store build- 
ings, and the cabin where Jim 
Bridger lived. ‘That poy's ¢ name 
was Billy Cody. 


“What are you looking for in 
the West, son?” Bridger asked, 
thinking of his two children, 
away_being educated in the ways 
of civilized man in St. Louis. 

“Buffalo and Indians,” said 
the youngster. ‘ 

“You'll find both a-plenty,” 
Bridger smiled. 

But, keen a student of his 
fellow-men as he was,’ Jim 
Bridger could not see that a few 
ionthsaaey that boy would be 
cne of the Pony Express_riders, 
who helped to span a continent 
in days when speed was the new 
cry, or that the mame of Buffalo 
Bill would surpass even his own. 


Then gold was found at Pike’s 
Peak, and the~Concord  stage- 
coaches and lumbering Conestoga 
prairie schooners rumbied west- 
ward with “Pike’s Peak or Bust!”

those “Long Knives”, as the 
Sioux warriors dubbed the cav- 
alry with their sabres. 


So again the scarred veteran 
in’ buckskin rode as a scout for 
white men bent on pushing the 
wild frontier clear to the Pacific. 
During spring rains an old 
wound, caused by a Blackfoot 
arrowhead, which had remained 
embedded in his back for three 
years, ached, to remind him of 
days when the red man did not 
fight with white men’s weapons. 


After scouting for Connor and 
Carrington he joined . General 
Grenville N. Dodge, who was 
laying the tracks of the great 
Union Pacific Railroad The 
Indians called Dodge “Long 
Eye”, because of his constant use 
of a survevor’s glass, but tho 
man who gave Long Eye his 
far-ranging vision was Jira 
Bridger, scouting ahead,

Starting work as lad of ten 
he was a gardener’s helper and 
a wood-turner.

He became a total 
abstainer and published in 1840 
the Children’s Temperance 
Magazine. ... :

“The. shores 
posed of banks and hills of solid 
red granite, entirely 
cept for an occasional oak or 
cedar in a crevice, rising. to & 
considerable height, in. others 
sloping away gradually until 
lost in the woods.” So wrote 
Major Samuel Strickland in the 


1830's. He claimed Stoney Lake 
was one of the most beautiful 
spots in Ontario. Native Indians 


were very jealous of Stoney Lake 
as they ured it as a natural hos- 
pital where sick and wounded 
braves were sent to recover 
health and strength. To discour- 
age the invasion of the: white 
man the Indiana told hair rala- 
ing stories of wild beasts and 
rattlesnakes. It was also from 
these islands that the natives ob- 
tained thelr wampum-grass and 
the best birch-bark for their 
canoes, as well as fish, game and 
berries for food. A chief known 
to the first settlers as “Hand. 
some Jack Crow” was head of the 
tribes in that district from whom 
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naked ex- °* 


Jack's Creek and ‘Jack’s Lake 
take their names. 

Well, that is just a smattering 
of Stoney Lake's historical back- 
ground, Probably there are many 
readers of.this column who know 
far more about it than 1. do.

He had the gall of a bras< 
monkey, this bland, wiry little 
man with piercing blue eyes and 
(in his youth) flaming red hair 
Everyone called him “Stuttering 
Harry,” but the police records 
listed him as Harry Steed; he 

, was one of the greatest of the 
old-time safecrackers. In between 
the years he spent in some of the 
nation’s very best penitentiaries, 
like Leavenworth and Joliet, he 
got away with at least $1 mil- 
lion, 


He drove the police wild, but 
for years Steed and three of his 
friends drove the gamblers even 
wilder. Kid Dimes, known from 
One .end of.the country to the 
other as one of the greatest rou- 
‘lette-wheel fixers of all times, 
was one of his pals; Joseph (The 
Yellow Kid) Weil, a swindler 
whose operations made Charles 
Ponzi look like a petty pick- 
pocket, was another; the third 
was Deacon Buckminster, as 


plausible a grifter as ever sold 


a “gold mine.” 
The gambling houses — since 


they were illegal —had protec- - 


tion systems that would have de- 


fied Houdini, but in the dark of | 


the night Harry Steed would 
make his way in, picking the 
locks so carefully that he left no 
trace of his presence; then Kid 
Dimes would go about fixing the 
roulette wheels. (Or rather, re- 
fixing them from the way the 
house had them set.) Then, after 
Kid Dimes had picked up: the 
house's crooked dice and thought- 
‘fully substituted his own, the 
pair would vanish. Bright and 
early the next day, Kid Weil and 
‘Deacon Buckminster would show 
up as customers; they would stay 
until they cleared the joint out. 

Naturally, word that this quar- 
tet was operating in a city got 
around fast, so they had to keep 
moving; but even today Old- 
timers still talk about the hauls 
they made in New Orleans and 
‘Chicago, : 

One of Harry Steed’s most fa- 
mous safe-blowing jobs never 
“brought him a nickel; to this 
day it remains a mystery. With 
the notorious Tommy Touhy and 
another thug named Skip Lin- 
den, Steed went to Marion, Ind., 
in the early 1920s, when the 
headquarters of the Ku Klux 
Klan was located there. Steed 
blew the Klan’s safe, and the 
three walked off with all the 
Klan’s records. 

No one ever found out what 
happened to the Klan records or 
who was behind the burglary. 
n his later days, in the North 

d Loop Bar where he hung 
out in Chicago, Harry Steed used 
to like to reminisce about the 
job. But he always left the big 
questions unanswered, ; 

“We had to go,” was all he 
would ever say. Nt was a non- 

rofit job.” It was so nonprofit, 
fh fact, that the boys stopped 
off on their way out of town to 
knock over a grocery-store safe 
“to pay expenses,” and that was 
how the cops got on their trail. 

Only Harry Steed ever knew 
where Harry Steed came from, 
or who his parents were. He was 
first picked up in Chicago in 
1896, whefi he was 19, on a burg- 
Jary charge and was sent to the 
Pontiac Reformatory for four 
years. (A year after getting out, 
he was back for stealing a 
horse.) 

He was in prison—“in college,” 
as he put it—at least eighteen 
times. He devoted his time there 
to keeping his wiry little body 
in top physical condition and 
to figuring ways of breaking out. 
He was good at that, too. In one 
five-year period, from -1921 to 
1926, he broke out of jail five 
times. 

As the years went by, Harry 
Steed was heard of less and less 
He lived jn a tiny room in the 
Curtin Hotel, on Chicago’s South 
Side, hangin#® around the bar- 
rooms, reminiscing about the old 
days. 

When Steed fell ill and enter- 
ed Chicago’s Cook County Hos- 
pital to die, he listed his “best 
friend” as Andrew W. Aitken, a

King Built Town 
To House His Wives 


Until air travel came Siam 
was right off the beaten track. 
Ships on their normal routes 
went to Singapore and thence to 
Hong Kong. Those who, wanted 
to visit Siam had to change 
boats at Singapore and travel 
for four days by sea, a tedious 
journey. And what for? Unless 
one had some business there, 
one didn’t go. 

But to-day, Bangkok, the cap- 
ital of Siam for Thailand) is 
one of the most important air 
junctions of the world and hun- 
dreds of tourists visit the coun- 
try. Almost every 'plane going 
to Singapore or Hong Kong, to 
Australia, Borneo or New Zea- 
land, lands at Siam, and- one 
can see, as the ‘plane descends, 
the golden spires of the temples, 
the wide and lovely river and 
the vast numbers of. canals, 
which have given Bangkok its 
name of the Venice of the East. 


When the how-famous Anna 
was teaching English at the 
court of the King—less than a 
hundred years ago—there was 
only one road in the entire capi- 
tal. Thiletretched for only 
four miles from the cériwe of 
the city to the palace; all other 
journeys had to be made by 
boat. 


The city was criss-crossed by 
canals. The huts, in which the 
people lived, were built on stilts 
and opened on to the canals. 

Many of these canals still re- 
main and life goes on as it al- 
ways has, But the town is fast 
being modernized. Big business 
has come to it. There are some 

ne, impressive ‘hotels, The one 

stayed jn is one of the most 
modern and comfortable hotels 
in the world, with a blue swim- 
ming pool, where American vis- 
itors can bathe all day long un- 
der. a warm, cloudless sky, 
writes R. J. Minney in “Tit- 
Bits.” 

For these visitors, and for the 
purposes of a greatly expanded 
trade, roads are now being built. 
Many of them run alongside the 
old canals, so that one can see 
the ancient life with its primi- 
tive charm and, a yard or so 
away, high-powered cars dash- 
ing by. 

From these roads to the 
houses that lie beyond the ca- 
nals, long humped - backed 
bridges provide access. Some 
are strong enough to take cars, 
others are simply planks that 
sway dangerously under your 
feet. 

I saw two boys wheeling their 
grandfather in a tumbledown 
wheelbarrow which was no big- 
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retired Chicago chief of detec- 
tives. Facing death, “Stuttering 
Harry” had been as jaunty as 
CVET i.

The day’s activities begin 


with the first streak of dawn. 
At this hour the boats are astir, 
each of them a floating market. 
They travel along the canals, 
stopping when hailed, to sell to 
the residents of the waterside 
huseurry, cool drinks, fruit; 
indeed, every trade has a dozen 
or more boats—the butcticr, the 
baker, the vegetable vendor, 
and so on. 


It is one of the most fascinat- 
ing sights of the city to set out, 
as I did, before dawn and travel 
in a boat along the river and 
the canals. The water is thick 
with boats, each laden with 
children, for the vendors would 
not dream of leaving their fam- 
ilies at home. 


The palace of the King stands 
in a walled enclosure. It is im- 
mense, for the white walls en- 
circle not only the royal resi- 
dence, the audience halls, the 
temples, the guards’ quarters, 
the elephant lines, with a spe- 
cial hallowed sector for the 
white elephants, but also a vast 
arena where the women live. 


The Kings of Siam are allow- 


ed as many wives as they 
please. The King whom Anna 
taught, King Chulalongcorn, 


had as many as 600 wives—or 
so it was said, for nobody, not 
even the King, wes quite sure 
how many there were. 

About a hundred of them had 
special houses, which gives 
some idea how large a town the 
women’s quarters formed with- 
in the palace grounds. Here no 
man, except the King, could en- 
ter. They had their own guards, 
all of them women in uniform; 
they had their own shops, Staff- 


ed by women—they were, in 
fact, a self-contained -commun- 
ity, 

All this has been modifie 
now. The present King has only 


one wife, to whom he is devot- 
ed. She is young and beautiful 
and there is a ‘close companion- 
ship between them.

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Siam -is the vast number of 
priests. This is because every 
man must serve in the priest- 
hood——a sort of national service. 
Every member of the royal farm- 
ily has to do the same, even the 
King. 

They are “generally attached 
to one of the temples, but those 
who intend to remain priests go 
into a monastery. One monas- 
tery I visited in the north at 
Chiengami, had a thousand 
young priests, some of them 
only eight fo ten years old. 

They all shave their heads 
and wear saffron robes and 
“have to beg for their food from 
door to door. Food is abundant- 
ly supplied, for it is a way of 
attaining merit for your soul to 
give food to a priest. — 

The country is ridden with 
superstitions. . The people be- 
lieve that evil spirits creep into 
the house during the night. That 
is why, first thing as they wake 
up, they let off fire-crackers 
from every house in order to 
scare away the spirits. 

Otuside every house there is 
is a spirit shrine—a small box 


rather like a brightly painted. 


dovecote. 


Here a good spirit is expected 
to take up his dwelling. Food 
is offered to it daily and flow- 
crs are placed in the shrine. 

If bad luck comes to the 
home, it is assumed that a bad 
spirit has taken up his residence 
there instead. They can only 
drive it out by getting rid ‘of 
the shrine. 

A priest is called and the tiny 
dovecote is floated away along 
the river or the canal, and a 
new Shrine, brightly coloured, is 
set up in its place it the hope of 
attracting a better spirit. 

The love for children 
great that, in addition to hav- 
ing large families, most couples, 
young and old alike, are cons- 
tantly adopting children: 

I met a young newly-married 
couple who within the first 
three months of their marriage 
adopted as many as five chil- 
dren, all boys.

While investi- 
gating, he was temporarily 
biinded in one eye and partialiy 
paralysed on one side of. his 
fuce by a millipede which re- 
sented his presence. Luckily, the 


scientist. recovered from. these 
“wounds”. | 

What about centipedes? It’s 
always, been .known that they 
are poisonous. Some species 
have up to a hundred leys. 

Centipedes are tiny but fierce 
creatures which lurk beneath 
stones, the bark of trees or other 
secret hiding places, stirring out 
only in the dark to hunt their 
prey. But there are much ‘larger 
species abroad, 

Tropical centipedes are sinu- 
ous, scaly creatures varying from 
maxX to nine inches in length. 
Those in such places as the 
Sotomon Islands can paralyse a 
abbit instantly by a touch of 
their poison and wil metimes 
rite unwary native

John W. Guth, a 4l-year-o'd 
lifornian whose sight is per- 
tly normal, has circled the 
aecige in seven days without see- 

g a single place at which his 
plane arrived. 

He was blindfolded in accord- 
ence with a forfeit he agreed to 

ay when taking part in a recent 

program and could only take 
off his mask when asleep, when 
blowing his nose and once when 
he wrote a letter to his wife. He 
has one or two memories of 
Paris, however. 

At Orly airport he actually 
smelled, a‘ bottle of French per- 
fume, touched a can-can dancer 
doll and had a drink. But he did 
not see a thing. 


Strangely enough, he isn’t toe - 


first man to deprive himself-of 
bis sight temporarily. 

In 1822, James Hawkins Pack, 
of Missouri, U.S.A., was appoint- 
ed judge in the city of St. Louis, 


and, although he sat on the bench’ 


Yor 14 years, never saw any pei- 
son he tried. 
Whenever he sat in court he 
wore a white bandage over his 
eves until the session ended 30 
that he could never be influ- 
er.ced by people’s appearance. 

All documents intended for 
‘him were read aloud by the 
clerk of the court, and ne ever 
_ remained blindfolded as he muv- 
ed about the court in case he 
saw someone connected’ with 
the proceedings. An attendeni 


- guided him wherever he moved. 


Perhaps the nearest approach 
to that was attained by Heinrich 
Laufer, of Dusseldorf, Germany, 
a few years ago. When he was 
found guilty of spying on a 
friend’s house and wife’ he was 
at first sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment. Lashes 

Then a priest intervened and 
be was ordered ‘to go about for 
three: months with ‘his Peeping 
Tom eyes tightly shut. The az- 
grieved husband kept careful 
watch over Laufer for the period 
ot his one-eye blindness. 

No less remarkable was the 
ease of Chretien Urhan, who for 
30 years was leader and sole 
violinist in the Paris Opera or- 
ehestra. He was deeply religious 
and, though not a priest, always 
dressed like one and objected to 
theatrical performances. i 

Because of his talerts he was 
able to insist on a clause in his 
agreement with the Opera a)- 
lowing him to sit with his back 
to the stage so that he should 
not see the godless people ‘or 
whom he played. 

It was said that he took part 
in more than 10,000 perform- 
ances in this theatre and that he 
never saw a single show! 


Where Every 
Mother Has Twins 


Doctors in many parts of 
France are puzzled by the birth 
of so many bonny twins in the 
little village of Escures, at the 
foot of the Pyrenees. Only five 
of the babies born there during 
the past quarter of a century 
have not been twins. 

There are fewer than 30 houses 
in the village. The mothers have 
for a long time had a communal! 
twin cot and a twin pram which 
is passed from family to family 
#s twins arrive. 

Since 1933 no fewer than 12 
sets of twins have been born in 
the village. Said the’ mayor 
when, at the beginning of August 
he performed a double marriage 
ceremony for his 21-year-old 
twin nieces: “This twin. business 
is beyond me. There are no 
twins in any other near-by vii- 


-lage. Some people say our soil 


must be-radio-active. The melons 
end pumpkins we grow in our 
gardens are often twice as. big 
as those of neighboring villages.”

Becoming Fishers of Men 
Mark 1:14-22 


Memory Selection: The time 
is fulfilled, and the kingdom of 
God is at hand; repent ye, and 
believe the gospel. Mark 1:15. 


In the second chapter of John 


we have the account of the first 
meeting of Andrew, Simon and 
John with Jesus. This was in 
Judea where John was preach- 
ing and baptizing. After John 
the Baptist was put in prison 
Jesus came into Galilee preach- 
ing the Gospel of the Kingdom 
of God. One day as he walked 
by the Sea of Galilee he came 
upon the two pairs of brothers 


as they were fishing and said, - 


“Come ye after me, and I will 
make you to become fishers of 
men.” And immediately they 
forsook their nets, and followed 
him. 


It is interesting that one-third 
of those whom Jesus chose to 
be with him and who later be- 
came. apostles, were fishermen, 
Certain qualities developed by 
fishermen are as asset for those 
who become fishers of men.

The 
others kibitz. 
“There, now, Juan,” says one 
as he noisily anticipates the taste 
of the broiled steak, by smacking 
his lips, “that one is done enough 
on that side. Turn it over.” 
“Not yet,” answers the cook 
nonchalantly, quite unconcerned 
e@bout the city traffic whizzing 
by. “The fire is not as hot as 
you think.” 
Of course, they may not have 
choice tenderloins broiling over 
the brazier of coals, but there 
will be many tender cuts, “and 
the Argentine knows how to 
make them tender # they're not. 
The reason workmen can have 
beef nearly 14 times a week for 
hinch and dinner is that the 
‘@hoiceést teriderloings here cost 
about 26 (twenty-six) cents a 
pound. 

. This, of course, is very ex- 
pensive for Mr. and Mrs. Juan 
Doe. Beef has gone up 100 per 
cent in cost in the past four 
months. The tenderest beef used 
to cost about 12 cents a pound, 
only a quarter of-a year ago, 
writes Bertram B. Johansson in 
The Christian Science Monitor. 

A common joint of meat, the 
rump steak which Argentines 
can broil to perfection, now 
costs about 16 cents a pound. 
Stew beef is about eight cents a 
pound. 

In this “down under” temper- 
ate zone city, it’s not only the 
seasons that are reversed. 
Chicken costs more than 26-cent 
tenderloin steaks. There are not 
many substitutes for beef, and 
since beef is to the Argentine 
what rice is to the Japanese, it’s 
logical, isn’t it, that everyone 
should eat beef? It gets a bit 
heavy if it is served for break- 
fast though. 

Beef experts here cite two 
reasons for the inordinate in- 
créase in “the price of this Ar- 
fentine commodity. First there 
was the 60 per cent wage boost 
for everyone which Presideni 
Frondizi authorized shortly after 
he took office. Prices were not 
frozen at that time, and have 
continued to go up, especially on 
foods. 

Also, Argentina is 
more. beef than ever, but the 
domestic demand has ‘increased 
te well. In 1957, some 12,100,000 
head of beef were prepered for 
eating, of which 2,600,000 we-e 
for export.

Doctoring By 
Remote Control 


In Kansas City, two heart 
specialists studied the function- 
ing insides of three patients whe 
were, at the moment, 1,000 miles 
away in Bethesda (Md.) Naval 
Hospital. They peered at the 
wavy lines registering on the 
graph of an electrocardiogram, 
and listened — through an elec- 
tronic sounding device — to the 
patients’ heartbeats.) By means 
of the telemeter, a special elec- 
tronic intsrument hooked up te 
the patients, their physical 
symptoms were transmitted over 
ordinary long-distance telephone 
wires. The specialists then heard 
a brief telephone rundown of the 
cases from Lt. John D. Kern, a 
Navy cardiologist at Bethesda. 


Promptly, the distant doctors 
diagnosed (1) a mild cardiac in- 
farct (destruction of a smal! area 
of the heart tissue), (2) cor pul- 

.monele, a hard-to-spot heart 
ailment that follows a Jung dis- 


ease, and (3) a case of right 


sided heart,- with a peculiar 
electrocardiograph pattern that 
often stumps doctors. 


'“Each- remote-control diagnosis 
(taking only about ten minutes) 
hit right on the nail,” said 
Lieutenant Kern, who supervis- 
ed this first public demonstra- 
tion of the, device. 


Its developer, Dr. Norman L.

light, will call to me in vain, 


for I am moving away from the 
square where I have lived for 
the past seventeen years. 


It is good to leave a familiar 
place and look forward to a new 
one. It will be fun to catch the 
bus from a different stop; .to ex- 
plore a new shopping center and 
find those “little shops” tuck- 
ed away round a corner which 
stay open at odd hours so that 
you can purchase the forgotten 
loaf of bread or jar of pickles. 


But it also is good to have 
memories of Square Gardens, 
and of a home overlooking them 
where so much protection and 
safety was found when bombs 
were falling on London. There 
was the night when the black- 
out curtains were flung wide 
and you listened to the bells 
ringing out over a city where 
they had been silent for so 
many years, and were entirely 
unashamed of the tears stream- 
ing down your face.

cals will corrode metal — 2 
pounds bluestone and 2 gallons 
boiling water.

Prehistoric 
Remains Found 


Geologists are excited by news 
of the accidental discovery near 
King’s Lynn, Norfolk, of an ich- : 
thyosaurus, a marine. reptile 
130 million. years ago, 
roamed the seas as whales and 
porpoises do to-day. It is 24 feet 
long and the scientists describe 
it as an extremely valuable study 
specimen, 

The’ remains were uncovered 
at a depth of 15 feet during ex- 
cavations- for the Great Ouse 
flood protection scheme, 


The finding of such enormous 
fossils is much rarer to-day be- 
cause of the use of mechanical 
excavators, In the past a number 
of complete ichthyosauri and 
numerous ‘fragments have been 
found in various parts of Bri- 
tain.

Jesus’ Healing Ministry 
Matthew 8:5-17 


Memory Selection: Jesus went 
‘about all the cities and villages, 
teaching in their synagogties, and 
preaching the gospel of the 
kingdom and healing: every 
sickness and every disease 
among the people. Matthew 9:25 


The stories of Jesus healing 
the sick take up a large part of 
the Gospel record. During the 
last ten years there has been a 


revival of interest in this phase’ 


of our Lord’s ministry. Denomin- 
ations are asking. “Have we 
neglected the teaching of Jesus’ 
power to heal? If we turn to it 
now how can we.avoid going to 
the- other “extreme?” 


Our lesson emphasizes the 
importance of faith in God. The 
Roman Centurion did not ask 
Jesus to come to his home bit 
said, “Speak the word only, and 
my servant shall be healed” 
What unbounded faith he had! 


In the healing of: Peter’s mo- 
then-in-law. Jesus touched her 
hand and the fever left her. 
Sometimes Jestis touched the 
sick and other times. He didn’t. 
Faith, not’ the touch, is the éa- 
sential. 


Jesus freed those who were 


possessed with devils. We are not . 


sure of all that was involved in 
this. Sometimes the demon pos- 
sessed acted as though they wee 
mentally deranged. But, in ary 
case, Jesus was able to give de- 
liverance for mind, soul and 
body. He was the Great Physi- 
cian. 

We are on safe ground when 
we heed the admonition of 
James: “Is.any sick among you?

Fate Of Explorer 
Solved At Last? s 


Has the riddle of what hap- 
pened to Colonel Percy Fawcett, 
whose disappearance in th« 
jungles of Brazil’s Matto Grosso 
has kept the world guessing for 
33 years, been. solved at last? 

He was killed by one of seven 
aboriginal tribes, according to 
reports of a British. Universities 
expedition which recently ar- 
rived at Santiago, Chile. Mem- 
bers of the expedition visited 
Xingu River, where Col, Faw- 
cett, his son Jack and an Ameri- 
can disappeared in 1925 

They met seven tribes among 
whom, they said, there is 
unanimous consensus of opimicn

that one of them was responsible 
for the “white man’s” death. But 
no one was able or willing. to 
identify the tribe concerned. 

More jiegends have accumulat- 
ed around the name of Col 
Fawcett than around that of any 
other British explorer.

This simp- 
Jy means the same amount. of 
adhesive makes a flush, water- 
proof joint whether the seam is 
an eighth of an inch wide or five 
times that. Adhesives in this 
family -- also used for automo- 
biles, window joints and other 
common applications — retain 
their characteristics at 10 de- 
grees below zero or 180 degrees 
above, and they are unaffected 
by most household solvents. 


Most seagoing adhesives are 
answers to specialized problems. 
However, even around the house, 
many of the new miracle glues 
‘and cements. are turning other- 
wise inept amateur handymen 
into craftsmen. The accomplish- 
ments of these products range 
all the way from better, and 
tastier, ways of applying post- 
age stamps to super-glues like 
the one recently developed by 
the National Bureau- of Stand- 
ards. It is so strong it can resist 
a pull of more than 7,000 pounds 
per square inch. 

Included in’ the rapidly ex- 
panding field of adhesives are 
glues (from animal and fish 
gelatins), pastes (made with 
vegetable starches), mastics 
(from gums and tars), mucil- 
ages (also from gums, but of a 
less vicous nature), and cement 
(synthetic compounds, usually 
of thin consistency). 


~ Over 30 .centuries ago, when 


famed King Tut was buried in

Developments in adhesives in 
the past two years have been 
spectacular. You can, for exam- 

le, buy fast-setting cements 
at outmode clamps and avoid 
long setting periods; fabric ab- 
hesives that are as flexible as 
stitches and withstand repeated 
dry cleaning; mastics that never 
dry out and retain a cushiony ef- 
fect for years; and contact ce- 
ments that when dry are not 
even tacky to the touch but 
when pressed together form a 
permanent, inseparable bond. 


Basically, for home use, you 
will find eight types to suit al- 
most any need: 


Casein, a powder that must 
be mixed with water before 
use, and is excellent for heavy 
woodworking where only mod- 
erate resistance to water is need- 
ed. 


Resin (urea or plastic), a pow- 
der that must be mixed with 
water, and is ideal for fine cab 
inetwork where stain-free quali- 
ties and high moisture resistance 
are needed, 


Animal (fish) glue, ready-to- 
use liquid that takes a long time 
to set but has great strength for 
wood-and cardboard. 

Polyvinyl, usually of a white
